“Back to back,” the dream of every 
recording artist, seems to be a mighty 
elusive object to obtain. Ask any of the 
top stars.. They’ll tell you it is the 
most strived-for honor that can be 
achieved by a singer. What are we 
talking about? What is this “back to 
back?” Well, the Hilltoppers can tell 
you. If you asked Johnnie Ray, he 
would be able to let you. know. But, 
since’ that is almost impossible, we'll 
take over for them and enlighten you 
on the subject. 


Let’s go with the Hilltoppers on a 
record-cutting date. The boys have 
talked it over with their managers and 
arrangers, and they have decided to-re- 
cord for their Number One side a new 
song called “I’d Rather Die Young.” 
They think that it should do pretty well. 
It has a nice tune; the lyrics are fresh 
— a perfect number for lead singer 
Jimmy7Sacca. O.K., fine. They are all 
set up. But what-are they going to re- 
cord on the other side? They want a 
tune that-will match their first effort 
and maybe stir up a little business on 
its own. 


Once again, they go into a huddle. 
A few songs are discussed. The boys 
say no. Another tune looks good. They 
like it — but their manager doesn’t, 
so out it goes. Finally someone quite 
casually begins to whistle a melody 
that was popular way back in 1932. 
Everyone stops a minute and listens. 
Yes, maybe we can give this song a 
modern beat, dress it up a little — and, 
who knows? Maybe it'll sell a few

copies. After all, Johnny Mercer did 
write the lyrics. O.K., give it a try. 


So, the Hilltoppers wax “P.S. I Love 
You” as their second side. The record 
goes out to the juke boxes, the dee- 
jays and the record shops. First they 
hear “I’d Rather Die Young.” They like 
it. Then someone wants to know 
what’s on the flipside. They turn the 
disc over and listen to the strains of 
“P.S. I Love. You.” 


Before long the record spinners 
play millions of requests for both 
sides. The music fans begin dropping 
nickels and dimes into the juke -boxes. 
First they play “I’d Rather,” then 
“P.S.” Sometimes the process is—Ye- 
versed. Pretty soon both tunes hit the 
national best seller lists. Yes, the Hill- 
toppers had two hits, two big ones on 
the same record. Back to back, they 
had made the charmed circle. 


Johnnie Ray. is another artist who 
can claim two top smashes on a single 
disc. Can you guess what they were? 
Well, “Cry” and “Little White Cloud 
That Cried” did the trick for the 
fabulous “Mr. Emotion.” A third vo- 
calist who hit the musical jackpot with 
two hits on one waxing is cute Joni 
James. On the second coupling of her 
career, Joni recorded “Have You 
Heard,” backed with ‘“‘Wishing Ring” 
— both of which became top sellers. 


“Back to back,” two hits in one, still 
remains the highest goal for anyone 
in the recording business. Who will. be 
next?

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We can’t. remember when any tune 
last captured “top-ten” honors in all 
three music fields — but, at the pre- 
sent writing, a beautiful ballad entitled 
“Crying In The Chapel” appears way 
up there in the Popular, Country- 
Western and Rhythm and Blues cate- 
gories, according to nation-wide polls 
and surveys. Many songs have “hit 
the charts” in two of the three fields, 
but it is indeed a rarity for a number 
to push toward the top in all three — 
and only a month after its release. 


Starting life as a Country-Western 
tune, “Crying In The Chapel” was 
penned by Artie Glenn especially for 
his seventeen-year-old son Darrell, an 
‘up-and-coming folk balladeer. The 
elder Glenn, a veteran Western band 
man-and composer, wanted nothing else 
than to see his son become the great- 
est Western singer of them all and 
decided that the two ought to combine 
their talents. Artie’s hunch brought 
quick results, and today this father- 
and-son combo  has_ provided the 
American music world with the most 
potent one-two punch in a decade. The 
actual inspiration for the song was 
gotten from the little church across 
the street from the Glenn home in 
Fort Worth, Texas. It seems that young 
Darrell’ teaches Sunday School there,

and his dad simply built the song 
around him and the “chapel.” 


Last April, when one of the largest 
music publishing houses in the nation 
decided (regretfully) that “Crying In 
The Chapel” did not quite fill the bill 
and that Darrell Glenn was too young 
and inexperienced to make the grade, 
the Glenns were approached by Jack 
Comer and Dave Garrison, partners in 
Valley. The infant publishing and re- 
cording firm immediately offered con- 
tracts to both Artie and Darrell, and 
thus began one of the most profitable 
and mutually satisfactory working 
agreements in music history. 


As the song began to. catch on, 
Valley was approached by 13 other 
publishing companies © wanting to 
exploit it in the U.S. and abroad. 
Darrell has also been subjected to con- 
siderable “romancing” by other record- 
ing companies, but has turned a deaf 
ear to them all. 


Besides Darrell Glenn’s Valley re- 
cording of “Crying In The Chapel,” 
the tune has been waxed by eight other 
artists. The big dise in the Popular

Hands” — 
and as everyone knows by now — 
that reached the Hit Parade, too.

Fisher clubs are fortunate in that 
they can watch their star twice a week 
on TV. Eddie’s ‘‘Coke Time” show, 
with 707 TV and radio stations carry- 
ing it, is seen or heard in almost every 
nook and cranny of North America.

For example, instead of buying Eddie 
a birthday present, Kathi Heimerle of 
Brooklyn, celebrated Eddie’s birthday 
by collecting money from her members 
and other clubs to contribute in Eddie’s 
name to the Damon Runyon Cancer 
Fund. The nickels and dollars rolled 
in, too, and Eddie felt it was one of 
the nicest presents he’d ever received.
